A Tragedy Among Italians. 

ScRANTON, Pa., March 14.—Last night at 10 
o’clock a double murder was committed near 
Dunmore, a few miles from this city.

One 
miner panned out $3,500 in nine months from 
the gravel in the bottom of a little creek 
which runs through the property.

CRUSHING OUT PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Correspondence Between Live-Stock Com- 
missioners of Ohio and Illinois. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 14.—[(Special.]— 
The correspondence between the President 
of the Ohio Board of Live-Stock Commis- 
sioners and the Secretary of the Illinois 
board shows that the Ohio authorities sched- 
uled the entire State of Illinois, prohibiting 
the importation of cattle from this State 
into Ohio. At first they scheduled only Cook 
County, but “finding that cattle were freely 
shipped from.that county to other parts of 


Illinois a proclamation was issued including 
the whole State.” The Secretary of the Ill- 
nois board replied that | 

His board was not aware of any cattle having 
been shipped from Chicago or any portion of the 
infected district immediately surrounding tl.at 
city to other portions of the State excepting 
such cattle as have passed through the Union 
Stock-Yards, and furthermore the board is re- 
hably informed that no catue from the City of 
Chicago proper or from the towns adjoining and 
surrounding the city are allowed to enter the 
Stock-Y but only such cattle as come by 
railfrom other ints of this State (outside of 
Cook County) and from other States are received 
at the Stock. Yards or allowed to enter the same, 
and as no disease has ever been found in or 
traced to the yards the board fails to discover 
that there is any danger either to the cattle in- 
terests of this State or any other growing out of 
such shipments. The fact is that the people sur- 
rounding the infected district in Cook County 
are thoroughly alert, and any attempt on the 
part of the residents of the city or infected dis- 
trict to-drive any cattie away from such 


district is — ape ** Every re- 
ported outbreak of iseuse among cat- 
tle in this State since the finding of 
this disease in Cook County has deen 


promptly investigated by orders of our board, 
and not a single case of pleuro-pneumonia has 
been discovered or is believed to exist in the 
State outside of Cook County, nor has it come to 
the knowledge of the board, or to the public, 
that the disease has been communicated to cat- 
tle in any other section of the country by cattle 
shipped from Cook untry. Our board has 
pushed the investigation of existence of this 
disease in Cook County as rapidly toward a 
finish as possible. and within a few days expects to 
have every animal of the bovine species within 
the limits of the infected district in Cook County 
in rigid quarautine, whereupon a thorough in- 
spection of every animal by competent veternar- 
ians will be made, and all auimals that show 
signs of pleuro-pneumonia will be slaughtered, 
together with all animals which have been ex- 
posed to the disease, after appraisement. Every 
additional precaution. will then be taken gto 
thoroughly stamp out and to prevent any further 
spread of the diseuse,

The Victims of Sunday’s Tragedy Prepared 
for Burial—Other Notes. 

NEW, YORK. March 14.—[{Special.]—The bodies 
of Max and Benjamin Leventhal, the victims of 
Sunday's suicide, will be buried Wednesday by 
the society of which Max was a member. The 
oldest son, David, is coming from Chicago. Mrs. 
Leventhal is being cared for by friends. The 
younger children will be placed in the care of 
some charitable institution.

There is a 
great deal of crime in Oriental countries where 
intoxicants are not used. The cause was the de- 
vravity of the human heart.

related his service in many prisons of England, 
Canada, and the United States. 


A HEAVY FAILURE. 


E. A. Smith & Bro., Dealers in Kid and 
Goat Leather, Assign. 

NEw YORK, March 14.—[Special.]—E. A. Smith 
& Bro., manufacturers and dealers in kid and 
goat skins, at No. 180 Williams street, made an 
assignment today to Ludwig Roth of Blumenthal 
& Co., leather dealers. The liabilities amount to 
about $375,000, the nominal assets to about $250,- 
000, and the actual assets not much less. The 
preferences specified aggregate $121,193. Other 
preferences, it is said, will swell the amount to 
about $150,000. This was the olaest house in the 
trade and its collapse caused general surprise. 
It was founded fn 18% by Adam Smith. The 


house has done an enormous business. In 1875 it 
was reported to have $1,000,000 invested. Mostof 
the manufacturing was done in the firm’s own 
tannery at Philadeiphia. Kid and goat skins 


were impo and tanned into boot and 
shoe leather, such as is used pricipally 
in the manufacture of ladies“ foot-gear.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


A “CONCESSION” REGARDING THE 
SALE OF THOUSAND-MILE TICKETS, 


The Western States Passenger Association 
Decides to Sell Them for $25 Each to 
the General Public—Why .There Is No 
Special Advantage in This—The Missis- 
sippi River Percentage Business—Re- 
organization of the Southwestern Rail- 
way Association, . 

The following action taken by the Western 
States Passenger Association regarding the issue 
of mileage tickets will be read with interest by 
commercial travelers and others using such 
tickets: 


“* W HEREBAS, The issue and use of mileage tickets 
have been demonstrated to be productive of much 
detriment to the railway companies and liable to 
much abuse, and many of the roads are opposed 
to their continuance, but inasmuch as they have 
been a convenience to some of the patrons of 
railways, therefore 

* Resolved, That we will for the present con- 
tinue their issue as an experiment upon the fol- 
lowing conditions: That each ticket shall be re- 
stricted to use by the person whose 
name shall be entered upon the ticket, 
and shall be non-transferable, and that 
they shall be sold at a uniform rate 
of net less than 2% cents per mile and without 
rebate. That each book shall be good for 1,000 
miles, no more nor less, and its validity shall be 
limited to one year from date of sale. Baggage 
allowance to be the same as for regular travel- 
ers. 

This is scarcely a concession on the part of the 
Railroads. Between most through points the 
regular fare is but little if any over 2% cents per 
mile, and, consequently, the passenger will save 
but little by buying thousand-mile tickets. 
tween short points a party holding a thousand- 
mile ticket will save about one-half a cent per 
mile, but even in this instance the railroads will 
be the gainers by selling thousand-mile tickets 


use of the money months before the tickets are 
used up. The price heretofore was two cents ver 
mile for thousand-mile tickets to commercial 
travelers, and at this rate they proved 
a considerable saving to them and their firms, 
but atthe new rate they will be of little benefit 
to them, and those that have long distances to 
travel will be the gainer by paying regular fare. 
There is but little danger, however, that any of 
the commercial travelers for leading firms will 
be under the necessity of paying $25 for a thou- 
sand-mile ticket for some time to come. Before 
taking the above action all prominent firms were 
given a hint by the various railroads to lay in a 
stock of mileage tickets at the $20 rate, or two 
cents per mile, and most houses have taken full 
advantage of the opportunity offered them and 
have purchased enough mileage tickets to last 
them until the end of the year. As the general 
public never was afforded the * of 
—— thousand-mile tickets before they 

ave no reason to complain about the establish- 
ment of the above rate of 24 cents per mile. 

Most of the Eastern lines have taken the same 
action as the Western roads regarding the issue 
of mileage tickets, but they are not acting io 
concert, because the Chicago & Grand Trunk and 
one or two other Eastern roads could see no rea- 
son for charging more than $20 fora thousana- 
mile ticket, and they mean to continue to sell 
tickets at that price. 


Reorganization of the Southwestern Rail- 
way Association. 

It has been detinitiy decided by the various 
roads in the Southwestern Railway Association 
to continue the organization as a traffic associa- 
tion and statistical bureau with Mr. J. W. Midg- 
ley as Chairman. Mr. Midgiey has just issued 


the following circular regarding the withdrawal 
of existing tariffs: 

“ All tariffs, circulars, or other advices issued 
from this office or that of E. D. Moore, General 
Agent of the Southwestern Railway Association 
at Kansas City, prior to April 1, 1887, naming 
clussitication or rates on truffic embraved in the 
Southwestern or Colorady-Utah Association, 
and all arrangements for through rates or 
divisions with connecting roads will be null and 
void after March 31, 1887. Joint tariffs, circulars, 
etc., will be issued, taking effect April 1, 1887, 
which will contain ali the information necessary 
in regard to the rates, classitication, etc., to be 
applied on shipments forwarded on and after 
that date.“

The Pacific Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The Pacific 
railroad people are working very hard to control 
the appointment of tne Pacific Railroad Investi- 
gat‘ng Commission. They are very much agi- 
tated over the report that the President is con- 
sidering the nameof ex-Representative Henley 
of California, alleging that he is too bitterly op- 
posed to these roads to make a fair investigator. 
This argument evidently leads to the conclusion 
that the only man who would make a fuir inves- 
tigator would be one who is prejudiced in favor 
of the roads. The attempt is being made to in- 
fluence the President, possible, to appoint 
friends of the roud, or else such colorless nobodies 
as are from time to time appointed Government 
Directors. It is true that Barclay Healey has for 

eurs opposed the trauds and extortions ofthe 
Pacitic ailroad thieves. But he has never mis- 
represented them. All that he has ever used 

inst them hus been based upon solid facts. If 
2 Henley had been a dishonest man, and had 
seen ft to work with the Stanford crowd, he 
would still be in Congress. and not relegated to 
private life. Mr. Henley’s presence on the com- 
mission is feared because of his known fearles- 
ness and integrity. His appointment will be evi- 
dence to the people who know him that the inves- 
tigation is to be a thorough one. Mr. Henley 
offered the original resolution of inquiry into 
these Pacific railroad matters in the House. He 
is entitled by courtesy and every consideration 
to the appointment, as no one but Pacitic rail- 
road lobbyists have any objection to him. He is 
indorsed to the President by Senator McPherson, 
who carried the resolution through the 
Senate, and by Mr. Springer, who defeuted the 
Libby Funding billin the House. As the orig- 
inator of the inquiry, and backed by the two prin- 
cipal figures who pressed the matter through Con- 
gress, he has claims toan appointment beyond 
those of any one else. 

The name of Simon Stern of New York has also 
been mentioned in connection with this commis- 
sion, simply for the purpose of attack. Mr. Stern 
is a fearless, energetic man, with rare capacity as 
an investigator. e bas already made a good 
reputation for himselfin the Hepburn case in 
New York. He has a clear, analytical mind and 
an aggressive force of character necessary to an 
investigator. 

It is absolutely essential to the success of this 
investigation that men should be placed on this 
commission who are prejudiced, that is to say, 
prejudiced against stealing—every form of 
swindling and dishonesty. 

The trembling friends of the Pacific railroad 
ring should bearin mind that nothing but facts 
can hurt them, and that in the — of an open 
investigation only facts will stan 

The name of J. Sterling Morton of Nebraska 
has also been mentioned in connection with 
this commission. 

It is regarded here as very important that this 
investigation should be conducted by men who 
have at least the — of their opinions, and 
that it shall not result like the Pan- Electric 
whitewash fiasco. The report made by the ma- 
— of the members of the committee on this 
ast-named investigation was put into the House 
in such a way that it went tothe foot of the cal-

Earnings of the Missouri Pacific. 

New YORK, March 14.—The Board of Direct- 
ors of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
met today for the first time since the annual 
meeting in St. Louis last week, and organized by 
electing Jay Gould President, George J. Gould 
Acting President, S. H. Clark First Vice Presi- 
dent, A. L. Hopkins Second Vice President, and 


A. H. Caleb Secretary and Treasurer. The re- 
port for the year 1886 touches upon the labor 
troubles, which began March 6and lasted until 
March 29, and says the decrease in earnings of all 
lines for the month of March was $082,156. Be- 
sides the differences between these items there was 
a further loss by reason of the depression in busi- 
ness, resulting in decreased traffic during the 
succeeding month, the amount of which 
it is impossible to estimate. The gross 
earnings for the entire year exceed those 
of the previous year by $1,238,157, and 
notwithstanding the repairs of equipment and 
roadway necessitated by detenoration and dam- 
age during the strike, the operating expenses in- 
creased only three-fourths of 1 per cent. The 
work of restering the physical condition of prop- 
erties was fully accomplished, and the lines at 
the close of the year were in better condition 
than at any previous time. Gross earnings for 
the yeur were $15,682.711; operating expenses, 
$8,809,374: net earnings, $6.873,337; other income, 
$1,500,786; total net, 8.374. 124; interest, $4,089,601;

President King 
states that a modification of the lease will benefit 
not only the Erie Road, but the New York, Penn- 
sylvania & Ohio also. The Erie. he says, will 
soon come into full control of the Chicago & 
Atlantic, and this will enable it to command a 
much larger traffic. Business will also prosper 
under the effect of the Inter-State Commerce 
bill, and with this general tide of improvement 
the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio will receive 
its due proportions, even at the modified rental. 
President Adams admits that the lease may be 
in some respects onerous to the Erie people, and, 
it is understood, is willing that some change be 
made. If he and President King can agree, and 
indications are that they will. the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio Board of Directors and the 
English stockholders must assent before the 
lease can be modified.

FREE PARK AT NIAGARA FALLS. 


A Plan by Which All Charges Will Be 
; Abolished. 

TORONTO, Ont., March 14.—[(Special.]—The re- 
port of the Niagara Falls Park Commission was 
presented to the Legislature today. They recom- 
mend the acquisition by the province of about 118 
acres of such lands as will secure free to the pub- 
lic the scenery in the vicinity of the falls, and by 
the removal of buildings, the planting of trees, 
and other works restore the landscape to its nat- 
uralcondition. The artificial improvements nec- 
essary are roads, shelters, seats, and mechanical 
apparatus. There will be no hotels, saloons, or 
sale booths within the proposed park. The whole 
system of charges will be suppressed. The Com- 
missioners are certain that the acquisition and 
operation of the park as they have projected it 
can be and will be so managed as to give a free 
park to the public without any form of taxation. 

The cost of acquiring full ge ahead right over 
the lands to be secured and of making the im- 
provements recommended will be frém $500,000 to 
$550,000. This amount it is proposed to raise by 
debentures bearing interest at 4 per cent per an 
num, guaranteed by the province, the security 
for which will be a property rising in value an- 
nually and yielding a large revenue. From ob- 
servations and calculations which have been 
made with great care, extending over along 


period and confirmed by the evidence of 
citizens and railway Officials, it is an- 
ticipated that the number of visitors an- 


nually to the park will be from 200,000 to 
250,000. The only charge proposed to be made is 
for the assistance of guides and the use of what- 
ever mechanism may be placed to facilitate trips 
to such points as require this aid. Thusany out- 
lay made by visitors in the park will be volun- 
tary. From the fees thus contributed it is be- 
lieved that a revenue will be derived sufficient to 
cover interest on the bonds, to meet current ex- 
penses of management, and to provide a sinking 
fund for extinguishing the liability within forty 
years. The Government will introduce the nec- 
essary legislation at once. 


Fraudulent Bills for Labor. 
Cincinnati, O., March 14.—In the trial of 
Michael Hauck for presenting a fraudu- 
lent bill of $499 for labor and material on the 
City Infirmary, his bookkeeper, Charles Rich- 
ter, aged 16, testified today that he made out 
this bill under Hauck’s direction “out of his 
head’: that the items were wholly fictitious, 
and that he made out thirteen similar bills. 
all of wnich were approved by the old Board 
of Infirmary Directors.

MILWAUKEE MINISTERS DENOUNCE 
THEIR CHICAGO BRETHREN, 


The Action of the Congregationalists in Re- 
gard to the Beecher Resolution the Cause 
-A Crazy Mother Butchers Her Child in 
= Car at Jeffersonville, Ind.—An Italian 


Sells His Wife for $50—General Notes of 
Interest. * 


MILWAUKEE AFFarrs.—No little interest has 
been manifested and any amount of comment 
haus been heard in Milwaukee in consequence of 
the action of the Congregational preachers at 
Chicago on the deatit of Henry Ward Beecher. 
Several of the most prominent of Milwaukee's 
clergymen made this the subject of their Sunday 
| sermons, and without exception the Chicago 

brethren were handied without gloves. The re- 
marks of the Rev. E. G. Updike of Summerfield 
Methodist Episcopal Church have been the par- 
ticular occasion for comment. Said he: “I 
thank God this morning that I am not a Congre- 
gational minister in the City of Chicago. If theirs 
is the old theology I pray God to give us a 
new one.” In calling themselves Chris- 
tians, to refuse to send to a sorrowing 
and bereaved widow and family the very 
commonest courtesies, he thought, was reaching 
an extent of intolerance and 
worse than heathenism. It would be no sur- 
N to him should men ot the world, looking at 

r. Beecher’s religion and at the religion of the 
Congregational clergymen of Chicago, pre- 
fer to accept the former. In Mr. Updike's opin- 
ion Mr, Beecher was a misrepresented and 
maligned man. He recalled the fact that when 
Mr. Beecher lectured in La Crosse the report 
was circulated all over town that he had not 
paid his bill at the hotel, and that among other 
items was thatof a wine bill amounting to $10. 
This report was carried from one end of La 
Crosse to the other and was very generally be- 
lieved. When sifted down it resolved itself into 
these facts: Mr. Beecher was not responsible 
for any of the local bills, all expenses being paid 
by the -management under which he lectured. 
The landiord in making up his bill had forgotten 
to put in the lemonade which had been indulged 
in by Mr. Beecher’s manager. Hence the story 
of the $10 wine bill. 

A meeting of a special committee appointed to 
solicit a guarantee fund for the purpose of m- 
suring the Milwaukee Exposition Association 
_ against loss, if the latter would continue the an- 
nual exposition the coming fall, held a meeting 
atthe Plankinton House last evening. Plans 
forfuture work were discussed in detail. Be- 
yond the announcement that sufficient encour- 
agement had been given to assure the committee 
that the exposition will be opened this fall, as 
usual, nothing will for the present be divulged as 
to the progress being made. The exhibition if 
made will be on anentirely new order and exceed 
in completeness of detail any former effort made 
by the association: 

The legal fraternity of Milwaukee is anxiously 
awaiting the decision of Judge Bennett in the 
Small case, it having been announced that the 
decision will be made public next Thursday. The 
charge of unprofessional conduct against Judge 
Small, it being alleged that he acted as a dou- 
ble-dealer in the Jones divorce suit, accepting 
attorney fees from both parties, was made 
against him by the Milwaukee Bar Association 
over @ year ago, and nearly twelve months ago 
the case was submitted to Judge Bennett for ad- 
visement and a decision. 

After an idleness of several months the North 
Chicago Rolling Mill Company’s nail factory, 
nail-plate mill, and cooper shops, at Milwaukee, 
resumed operations yesterday, giving employ- 
ment to 200 men. This brings every department 
of the extensive plant into operation, a condition 
which has not before existed for several years. 
Should it continue so fora month, and there is 
nothing which now indicates to the contrary, the 
work turned out will be greater than during any 
like period since the mills were established.

WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 


A Large Surplus in Dakota and Minnesota 
—The St. Paul Mills, 

St. Paul, Minn., March 14.—[Special.]— 
The Cincinnati Price Current of last Thursday 
published a detailed statement of wheat 
stocks held by farmers, millers, and in local 
warehouses on or about March 1. The Daily 
Market Record says of the statement: 

The amount in Minnesota and Dakota, exclu- 
sive of stocks reported in the visible supply, is 
given at 19,800,000 bushels. This. it claims, covers 
the total amount held, excepting the elevator 
stock in Minneapolis, Duluth, and St. Paul that 
is counted in e visible, and includes that re- 
quired for bread and seed. New wheat in 
Minnesota and Dakota does not begin to go 
into consumption to any extent until about Sept. 
1. The ordinary estimate for seed is 7,500,000 
bushels; for bread six months, March 1 to Sept. 
1, 5.000,000; or a total of 12,500,000. That amount 
deducted from the total “stocks of wheat, ex- 
clusive of the visible supply 2 reported.“ 
leaves 7,300,000 bushels surpius in Minnesota and 
Dakota in fargers’ hands, in country elevators, 
in private ity elevators and warehouses. 
and in mills. Instead of 
between 15,000,000 and 
in country eleVators and nearly 1,000.000 bushels 
in private elevators and in mills in Minneapolis, 
or, say, 17,000,000 ‘bushels altogether, outside of 
the visible supply stocks. From careful investi- 
gation it is found there are not less than 3.000. 
6000 bushels surplus in farmers’ hands in Dakota, 
and in Minnesota fully 8,000,000 bushels surplus 
remains in farmers’ hands to be marketed, 
There are then about 27,000,000 buslels surplus 
stock of wheat in Minnesota and Dakota ex- 
clusive of the visible supply regularly reported“ 
instead of 7,300,000 as the frice Current figures 
would seem to show. 

On tne local board there was a good deal of 
wheat offered for sale, both for spot and 
future delivery. Receipts for the last two 
days were 517 cars, with nine reported at Du- 
luth. For the next week large receipts are 
— at this 1 — although local mills 
will probably considerably more flour 
than last, as the water supply promises to be 
better. Sample, tables were well covered 
with milling whéat and sellers were offering

exists or is feared. Every city in Illinois has 
gas, and extortionate rates are generally 
charged. So far from being the only city 
subject to this species of robbery Chicago has 
cheap gas as compared with the average, and 
will have even under the proposed increase 
of rates next month. Nor is consolidation in 
itself the evil. That is simply one of the 
ways to get at the exaction of extortionate 
rates. What we need is legislation which

GROTTKAU’S GNANT FALSEHOODS. 

The speech of Paul Grottkau, the Milwau- 
kee Anarchi agitator, at the funeral of 
theo Anarchist Meta Neebe, was not 
only a tissue of malignity and incendiarism 
throughout, but was based upon a deliberate 
and intentional lie, uttered with the purpose 
of inflaming the minds of his audience. No 
respectable physician in this city, knowing 
the facts, would testify that in*his belief the 
imprisonment in jail of her Anarchist hus- 
band shortened this woman’s life a single 
hour. If he had not been imprisoned for his 
part in the conspiracy her life would have 
been just as long and no longer. She had 
heart-disease, and she died of it as other per- 
sons die, justas her husband or Grottkau 
would die of it if they had the same disease. 
This woman was as well fed and clothed and 
taken care of after his incarceration as before. 
Her life was in no more danger than it 
would have been with her husband out of 
jail. The theory upon which Grottkau 
based his whole speech is a false, malignant 
assumption, set forth to further the incen- 
diary purpose of the organization to which 
he belongs, and his declaration that she was 
the victim of the ruling classes,“ who never 


progress of justice and equality’’; and that 
she was broken on the knee of brutality,“ 
is worse than balderdash, because they were 
made for an incendiary and villanous pur- 


pose. 

But now if this man Grottkau and his fel- 
low conspirators want to spread abroad the 
‘“‘ glorious doctrine of liberty and justice” 
and to establish their “ideal of equal citi- 
‘-zenship, equal rights, equal justice, equal 
% opportunities, and equality in all degrees,“ 
as claimed for the doctrines of their organi- 
zation, why don’t they quietly cease working 


set up a Socialistic codperative system where 
no wages shail be paid, where each man 


works for the whole Socialistic society and 


draws his rations therefrom? By this meth- 
od the “robber” capitalist would be locked 
out and got rid of and all the alleged enor- 
mous profits of business would belong and go 
into the magazines of the Socialistic associa- 
tion. They cannot expect that free-born 
American citizens are going to adopt the 
Socialistic system until it has been demon- 
strated that it is preferable to the present 
methods of civilization. Why dothey not set 
up their Socialistic coiperative labor system 
right here and in Milwaukee, where Grott- 
kau has plenty of disciples, and start in with 
equal liberty and equal rights and equal com- 
pensation? Why should they work for 
wages any longer? Why not work for them- 
selves alone? But,“ say we have 
not the capital to start with.” The e 
classes are now spending ten or twelve fail - 
ion of dollars yearly for whisky and tobaggo 
in those two cities, which they admit do 
them no good. Let them reduce the con- 
sumption by one-half and they will soon have 
plenty of capital to make a start. It does not 
take much capital to set up a shoemaker’s 
bench, or a tailor’s board, or a blacksmith’s 
anvil, or a carpenter’s saw, or a mason’s 
trowel, or many other trades. Then if their 
own statements are true as to the profits of 
business they will soon be rolling in wealth, 
for they will have all the profits that now go 
to the robber capitalists.” 

If they will do this and demonstrate their 
system to be a success and that people can be 
happier and more contented under it other 
people will either join them or leave for 
other places where the Socialistic system 
does not prevail. There are only two ways 
they can adopt for bringing about their sys- 
tem of equality. The one. is to put it into 
practice and prove by practical demonstra- 
tion that what they say is correct, and thus 
convert Americans to the conviction that it 
is preferable to their own system of personal 
liberty. The other is to force it upon them 
by dynamite, powder, bombs, and the torch, 
and thus overcome all those who object to it. 
It will be a long, long day before they can 
carry out the second plan. Some of them 
now in jail can testify to that. Then why not 
try the other? They can start it in twenty- 
four hours, and if they can manufacture as 
good products and sell them a shade cheaper 
than the robber capitalists” they will get 
all the orders they want and have all the 
profits, and won't have to work for wages or 
any hated employers. 


GAS LEGISLATION. 

The consolidation of what are commonly 
known as the Chicago and the Consumers’ Gas 
Companies is now an accomplished fact. 
When the latter received its franchise from 
the City Council a few years ago it was stout- 
ly maintained that effective barriers had been 
raised against pooling and consolidation; that 
the very life of the new company would be 
forfeited by so much as making an alliance 
with the old one. Was all thisa mistake or 
a crime! Did the promoters of the scheme 
play a confidence game, the boodle Aldermen 
being party to it, or is the present arrange- 
ment really illegal and voidable? It is not 
journalism to sit in judgment on knotty 
points of law, but Tue Tulguxn de- 
mands that the Law Department of the 
City Government give this matter especial 
and immediate attention. The people have 
aright to know just where they stand, and 
what redress, if any, they have. It is no 
small thing that our streets should be all torn 
up for months, rendered almost impassable, 
and the air filled with malaria. The discom- 
forts of the summer during which the Con- 
sumers’ were putting down their mains were 


great, and a good many people were either

for wages, dispense with employers, and. 


will protect every city where gas franchises 
are enjoyed from gas extortion, no matter 
whether the companies are few or many. 
Itis safe to say without investigation that 
probably there is not more than one gas com- 
pany in operation in any city of the State, 
Chicago alone excepted. From the nature of 
the case it is a monopolistic business as a gen- 
eral thing, and the people must rely upon 
something besides merely anti-combination 
laws to keep rates down to a reasonable maxi- 
mum, although such a law could hardly fail 
to do some good, and the stable“ is by no 
means empty yet. 

Some legislation on this subject should be 
secured at this session. It would necessarily 
be somewhat experimental. The first Rail- 
road and Warehouse bill was a failure, but in 
the promotion of the good cause it was a 
great success. The ground has to be plowed 
before the sowing is done, and the General 
Assembly now in session should at least turn 
the furrows in this field of gas regulation. 


ANOTHER REVENUE BILL. 
It is expected that Senator Crabtree of Lee 
County will introduce a new revenue biil to- 
day upon the supposition that the one framed 


by the Revenue Commission has very little 


prospect of passage, and that if any new 
legislation is to be secured on this subject a 
far simpier bill must take its place. It would 
certainly be better to let the whole matter 
alone than to perpetrate the gigantic blunder 
of ratifying the work of the commission, 
serious as are the defects of the present sys- 
tem. 

If the Crabtree bill has been correctly fore- 
shadowed it clings to the central error of the 
Commissioners’ bill—the taxation of intangi- 
bles. There is no such thing, in point of fact, 
asintangible property. All preperty is sub- 
stantial, and the substance casts a shadow. 
That shadow may take the form of a note for 


payment in money, a mortgage to return the 


identical property under certain specified 
conditions, or it may take the form of an in- 
ventory. One is as much taxable in point of 
justice as either of the other two. In all 
three cases alike such taxation would be 
double taxation—neither more nor less.. All 
property, says the Constitution, must bear 
its fair share of the burdens of Government, 
and to increase the burden in the case of in- 
cumbered property by confounding the sub- 
stance with the shadow would be flatly un- 
constitutional, lead to endless litigation, and, 
after harassing and bleeding the taxpayers, 
end in great loss of revenue. 

What is really needed is a short revenue 
bill providing for three or four confessedly 
legitimate reforms. Mr. Crabtree would im- 
pose a license tax of $5 a year on all corpora- 
tions for pecuniary profit existing in the 
State. That would be well enough. Id would 
sustain to State revenue about the same re- 
lation a dog tax does to local revenue. The 
really important changes are: First, give the 
State Board of Equalization power to increase 
the aggregate assessments of the different 
counties say 10, 12, or 25 per cent any year, to 
counteract and offset too low valuations; 
second, give the board authority to classify 
and equalize various sorts of property, 80 
that pianos, cows, horses, watches, etc., shall 
be reasonably uniform in their valuation 
throughout the State; third, fix upon some 
direction or guidance for the board in assess- 
ing railroads, based on their gross receipts. 
These are the three reforms needed, If the 
Crabtree bill embodies them, well and good; 
if not, let some one else take the matter in 
hand; but in no event should these improve- 
ments serve as excuse for pernicious innova- 
tions. 

The Springfield dispatch upon which we 
rely for our knowledge of the Crabtree bill 
states that violent opposition has been devel- 
oped to the divorce of State and local taxa- 
tion contemplated by the Commissioners’ 
bill, and this is no doubt true, but there is 
still no little danger from that direction. The 
proposition was received at first with a good 
deal of favor by the public. The impression 
was that the plan amounted in effect to an 
arrangement releasing the railroads and 
kindred corporations from all local taxation, 
and the restof the property in the State, on 
the other hand, from all State taxation—a 
proposition which struck the average tax- 
payer as a good bargain. But the truth is 
that the bargain would be turkey to the rail- 
roads and squirrel to other taxpayers. The 
release of the former from local taxation 
would be absolute and complete; the release 
of the latter contingent upon whether the 
railway revenue would equal the appropria- 
tions of the General Assembly. Let us see 
how this arrangement would work if it were 
already a law, taking things as they now 
stand. 

The railroads ne™ ~ay about $2,300,000 a 
year, including the Illinois Central and the 
other corporations contemplated in this ar- 
rangement as the party of the first part.“ 
Call it $8,000,000 under the new scheme, a 
liberal estimate. The appropriation bills 
now before the General Assembly—and they 


are not ail in yet—amount to nearer twelve 


than eleven millions of dollars, There are 
still to be heard from several new “ homes,” 
retreats, reformatories, asylums, and other 
devices to squander the taxes and earnings 


of the people and furnish certain nice per- 


sons salaries and genteel employment. These 
proposed appropriations make, all told, fully 
enough to devour the entire railway revenue 
and still leave a deticit equal to the average 
annual expenses of the State Government 
during the current decade. The mere an- 
ticipation of some three millions a year from 
great corporations has made the mouths of 
the taxeaters all over the State water and 
created an irresistible longing to get hold of 
a bonanza so rich. The inevitable result 
would be that the railway fund, regarded as 
so much clear gain, costing their constituents

TRIBUNE contended. The report of the 
Classification Committee as received and 
adopted by the trunk-line Presidents says: 

In the case of greater charge for a shorter dis- 
tance, by reason of the competition of water 
lines or otherwise, your committee believe that 
they have no right to permit such fares to con- 
tinue or to be made without the authorization of 
the National Commission. For instance, a spe- 
cial limited rate of 60 cents is made between 
Wilmington and Philadelphia by reason of river 
competition, while the regular rate between 
Philadelphia and the next station north of Wil- 
mington is 72 cents. Either the local rate should 
be reduced to the Philadelpbia basis or the Na- 
tional Commission should authorize an excep- 
tion; and so of all analogous cases.

When they looked the matter over carefully 
they saw that the theory of the trunk-line 
Commissioner would not do at all. Mr. Fink 
held that wherever competition existed— 
„competition in its widest sense, competition 
with water routes, competition with rail 
routes, competition between markets,“ etc.— 
it created such a dissimilarity of conditions 


and circumstances that a greater charge 


might be made for a shorter than for a 


longer haul without any*express authority 
from the National Commission, The trunk- 
line Presidents are convinced, however, that 
no such charge can be made without the au- 
thorization of the commission, and that the 
question whether competition of itself cre- 
ates dissimilar circumstances is one depend- 
ing on the facts of each case, and must 
pe determined by the Commissioners 
before a differential tariff is established. 
This interpretation preserves the harmony of 
the law and gives effect to all its provisions. 
By granting exemptions in special cases the 
Commissioners can give the short-haul rule 
all needed flexibility and avoid unnecessary 
hardship. Mr. Fink, however, construed the 
law in a way to make the short-haul section 
meaningless, and to authorize the continu- 
ance of the chief abuse the act was intended 
to prevent. The trunk-line Presidents have 
acted wisely in rejecting Mr. Fink’s unsound 
and dangerous construction of the short-haul 
provision. If they had followed his advice 
serious trouble could not have been averted, 
but under the plan adopted there is no rea- 
son to fear harsh results.

THE PRESIDENT’S PAIR OF DEUCES. 

It is related that the President not long 
since, feeling the need of relaxation, engaged 
in a quiet little game of poker with Daniel, a 
Senator, and two Representatives. This dis- 
poses of the statement heretotore made that 
his favorit game was pinochle, an innocent 
affair of combinations, not requiring much 
skill, and well adapted to the social circle.

It is needless to say that Daniel raked in the 
pot and that when the President cashed 
hi» chips he was $46 out—twiceas much as he 
sent to Charleston. Evidently the Presiden- 
cy is an expensive matter for him. 

The President’s situation in the little game 
of poker is not very unlike his situation in 
the Administration. He went in with noth- 
ing in his hand, and has been running things 
with a pair of deuces ever since. For the 
last two years he has been bluffing Demo- 
crats and mugwumps with the lowest pair in 
the pack, and neither has dared to call. He 
has played them against one another very 
successfully. He has bluffed the spoilsmen 
with concessions to patronage, and he has 
bluffed the mugwumps with alieged devotion 
to civil-service reform. With his pair of lit- 
tle deuces in his nand he has clamored as 
loudly for political morality as if he held a 
straight flush. For two years he has suc- 
ceeded in impressing Democrats and mug- 
wumps with the conviction that it would be 
unsafe tocall. But somehow the impression 
is now gaining ground that he holds nothing, 
and is merely bluffing. Hill, Watterson, 
Dana, Pulitzer, and the other fellows about 
the table are beginning to stiffen up, and 
even Curtis, Schurz, and the other mug- 
wumps, who never bet very high and would 
rather play for buttons or beans than 
cash, begin to suspect that he is playing it on 
them with nothing in his hand to speak of. 
Before the next two years are out some one 
will pluck up heart of grace to cali and rake 
in the pot, with the discovery that the Presi- 
dent only had a pair of deuces after all; and 
then they will wonder how they ever let him 
into the game and why they didn’t freeze 
him out sooner. That such old players as 
Hill, and Watterson, and Dana, and Pulitzer 
should be bluffed so long by a man witha 
pair of deuces is astonishing. The moment 
one of them calls the gameisup. There is 


| nothing in his hand, and there hasn’t been 


since he began the game. He had nothing to 
draw to when he started. Perhaps Daniel 
knew it. Perhaps they all realize now that 
Grover has been playing the deuce with 
them.

CiT1zENs who have changed their residence 
in Chicago and the Town of Lake since last 
fall’s election, or since they last voted under 

the new law, ought to carefully peruse the 
following notice sent out bythe Election 
Commissioners in accordance with a pro- 


vision of that statute: 

Every person registered in any precinct at the 
last November election who removed: from that 
precinct to another, in order to have the right to 
vote must be registered at the precinct where he 
now resides, and for that purpose must secure a 
certificate of removal March 15, 1887, from the 
judges of election in the precinct from which he 
removed, and present such certificate of removal 
in person to the Board of Registry of the precinct 
in which he now resides the day of registration, 
March 15, 1887 (/oday). 

Persons who change their residence within 
the precinct must also notify the judges. The 
notice already quoted says: 


If a voter remove from one place in a precinct 
to another place in the same precinct such party 
must appear before such Board of Registry when 
in session and make oath to such removal and 
have the registers corrected. accordingly, other- 
wise he cannot vote. 


Today is the last day for registration—and 
no registration, no vote. The polls are open 
from 3 a. m. to 9 p. m.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Mr. Pratt's Opera of Lucille.“ 

Last evening at the Columbia Theatre a large 
audience gathered to witness the first presenta- 
tion upon any stage of Mr. S. G. Pratt's lyric 
opera “ Lucille.” The work has no regular 
overture, but is introduced by a short orchestral 


prelude, richly scored, and treated with con- 
siderable breadth.. Some of its material is 

uite impressive, and it was well received. 

rom e very first it was evident 
that the public was kindly disposed 
towards the work, and intended to judge it with 
impartiality. At best the first night of a new 
opera is rarely anything but a dress rehearsal, 
even when the principals and chorus have long 
been accustomed to work together, and still 
more is such the case when some of the par- 
ticipants have had even as individuals no pre- 
vious stage experience. In the opening scene 
there was some uncertainty, which, however, 
wore away as the opera progressed. The 
barcarolle, sung by the Lotos Quartet, 
was the ‘first number to win an encore. 
The act contains some quite pleasing music, 
particularly that assigned to Speranza, and some 
that was more or less monotonous. but it closed 
with a strong and effective finale. In the second 
act the dance music was melodious and pleasing. 
The act 
e entire change 
of the setting, from the Dall-room to Lucille's 
boudoir, keeps the curtain down longer than 
is desirable. The “Song of Ogalillia” in 
this second scene is a charmin bit 
of melody. It was feelingly sung by Miss Meyers. 
securing a well-deserved encore. The duo for 
Lucille and Antonio possesses a good deal of 
“ scoring,”’ and made a pronounced effect. The 
trio, on the contrary, seems rather involved with 
a too free use of the chromatic element to render 
it impressive, while the close of the act, which 
followed almost immediately, left an impression 
of weakness. 0 

From this point the work showed marked im- 
provement in both strength and coherence. 
Act three clôses with a massive 
finale more lengthy in development than any- 
thing that had preceded it, leaving an excellent 
impression. It was redemanded. In Act four the 
chorus of reapers was very pretty, and both that 
and the praver were received with evident satis- 
faction, Lucille's recitative and air Hear Me, 
O Wind.“ was given by Miss Van Arnhem with 
impassioned fervor, and also made an impres- 
sion.

Her action was 
easy, her conception of the role satisfactory, and 
she contributed largely to the satisfaction of the 
audience, receiving tokens of marked approval.

7 aptitude for the stage. s Antonio Mr.. 

ilke’s voice was at times effective and at others 
he was scarcely heard. Mr. Garner as the Cheva- 
lier sang wi taste, but his voice is hardly 
strong enough. Inthe ensembles particularly its 
lightness was quite apparent. Mr. Lane as the 
Comte d' Auvergne was fairly satisfactory. Mr. 
Hartmann (Batiste) showed considerable dra- 
matic ability, though his voice is not of any 
great importance. 

As a whole, it may be said that Lucille“ con- 
tains some pleasing music, much of which is de- 
cidedly meritorious. The third and fourth acts 
are by far the best. In them there are a number 
of exceilent moments, and they -are at times 
impressive. The principals were several times 
called before the curtain, and after the third act 
Mr. Pratt was also called for and ee.

Thomas sep- 
arated from Michael, at Blue Island avenue 
and West Taylor street, leaving his 
valise with the latter, who, supposing 
he would return for it, waited quite a while, but 
as Thomas did not come back Michael went 
home. That was the last seen of Thomas. When 
Michael read the description of the man who had

Jacob Kuebler Insane at the County Jail. 

Jacob Kuebler, implicated in the strange dis- 
appearance of Frederick Wirth, has become in- 
sane and is confined in a cell in the insane de- 
partment of the County Jail. The disappear- 
ance of Wirth, which occurred Friday night 
of week before last, was unaccountable. 
Kuebler was arrested a week ago this morning 
and held at the Twenty-second Street Police 
Station until Friday, when he was held over for 
1 2 He became more violent each day, 
and Sunday his speech began to be incoherent 
and rambling. When removed to the County 


Jail Kuebler struggled hard with the 
officers in the patrol wagon and ex- 
claimed that they were going to kill him. 


There is no evidence to connect Kuebler with 
Wirth's disappearance, though the Justice 
thought it best to hold him on suspicion. When 
City Physician Moore examined the prisoner 
Kuebler was talking to himself, and spoke of 
somebody having been thrown in the river. Who 
had been thrown there he would notsay. His 
insanity is not thought to be feigned, but what is 
the cause of it the physicians and the police do 
not know. The missing man had a pleasant 
home and a steady job, and there is not the 
slightest evidence to warrant a belief that he has 
voluntarily run away. 


An Officer's Experience with Hoodlums.

DEMANDS OF THE UNIONISTS REGARD- 
ING IRISH AFFAIRS, 


Gladstone Declines to State What Conces- 
sions Were Offered the Party— News of the 
Whereabouts of Emin Bey, the African 
Explorer—The French Chamber of Dep- 
uties Votes the Tax on Cereals—The 
Sultan of Morocco Prohibits the Sale of 
Liquof Within His Dominions. 


Lonpon, March 14.—Mr. Gladstone, in ro- 
plying to the request of a number of his ad- 
herents for information as to the concessions 
offered to the Unionists, declined to enter 
into details, but said the Liberals may rely 
upon his firm adherence to the principles and 
basis of his home-rule policy. Radical Union- 
ists attribute the failure of the conference 
negotiations to Gladstone’s decision to abide 
by Parnell’s demands. There are facts which 
many believe tend to show that Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt misled Chamberlain and 
Sir George O. Trevelyan, causing them to be- 
lieve that Gladstone had accepted Chamber- 
lain’s proposals. It is thought probable that 
Gladstone was on the verge of assenting 
when he was warned that such a step would 
result in a Parnellite revolt. Since the 
breaking off of negotiations the demands of 
the Unionists have wig As formulated 
they 2 the following essentials: That 
Ireland W gage 5 in the Imperial 
Parliament; Ulster be_ separated 
from the jurisdiction of the Dublin Parliament; 
that the Irish Parliament be subordinate to 
and not co-ordinate with the imperial body; 
that the subordinate powerof the Irish Par- 
liament be strictly defined and limited; that 
the maintenance of law and order remain 
under the control of the imperial authority ; 
that Gladstone’s financial proposals be aban- 
doned: that his proposition that the Irish 
Parliament be composed of two orders be 
abandoned ; that British credit be not 2 ged 
for the benefit of Irish landlords. he Par- 
nellites and Gladstonians scout these de- 
mands as unworthy of consideration. Glad- 
stone has been asked explicitly to define 
his position and state upon what terms a re- 
union is possible.

A Woman Hanged. 

Liverroo., March 14.—{Copyright, 18587, 
James Gordon Bennett. — The public hang- 
man this morning executed Mrs. Berry be- 
ing the sixth woman hanged here during the 
last fifty years. She was convicted of poison- 
ing with sulphuric acid her 11-year-old dau gb- 
ter for the purpose of obtaining £10 insur- 
ance money. She was. also charged by the 
Coroner’s jury with killing by poisoning with 
tincture of atropia her own mother and then 
obtaining about £200 insurance. 

At the last stroke of the prison- bell the 
woman and a small procession emerged from 
the prison into the yard. Here she broke 
down and fell fainting and moanin 
into the arms of two female ward- 
ers. They supported herin her brief walk 
to the concealed, noiseless. and padded drop, 
where she temporarily revived enough to de- 


clare in weak tones “I innocent.“ 
The spectators had scarcely time 
to study her awful spectral face 
before she disappeared from view. 


Thére was no prolongation of mental agony, 
no meaningless reading of a death warrant, 
no flowery address to Heaven from a parson; 
only the short sentence from the service for 
the dying, and she Was dead. Itis stated 
that after the fall there was nota quiver. 
An inquest was immediately held. with inter- 
ment in what is called a murderers’ grave- 
yard within the prison inclosure, for neither 
relatives nor surgeons can in England claim 
the remains of executed convicts.

Prohibition in Morocco, _ 

TANGIER, March 14.—The Sultan of Morocco 
has prohibited the sale or purchase of intoxi- 
cants of all kinds and abolished the State 
tobacco monopoly. The Moorish tobacco and 
snuff shops have been closed. Large quanti- 
ties of leaf tobacco were publicly burned by 
the Sultan’s order. Several Moors have 
been stripped and flogged through the streets 
for smoking in defiance of the Sultan’s or- 
der. The populace of Morocco can see no 
sense in the Sultan’s commands, and are 
angry at his interference with their habits 
and assert that the prohibition is enforces 
only against the poor. . 


Baptism of a Royal Infant. 

Berwin, March 14.--The infant Prince bap- 
tized at Potsdam Saturday was the fourth 
son of Prince William, the son of the Crown 
Prince, not the son of the Crown Prince. 
Von Moltke represented the Archduke Al- 
brecht, one of the godfathers, and presented 
in his behalf a costly gift. The Princess 
Louise of England was one of the god- 
mothers. The Emperor was present, enjoy- 
ing excellent health. He held the infant at 
the font during the baptism. 


Restricting Immigration in Russia. 

Vienna, March 14.—Politwal Correspondence 
Says that the Governors-General of all prov- 
inces of Russia have gathered at St. Peters- 
burg to discuss the question of restricting 
the rights of foreigners to the acquisition of 
landed property in frontier provinces.

They Were Tired of Living. 

Mrs. Martin Walsh, a young married woman 
living at No. 588 Twenty-ninth street, made a 
desperate attempt to end her life Sunday even- 
ing by taking a large dose of paris green. Dr. 
Collins was called in, but pronounces her case a 
serious one and he has little hopes of her recov- 
ery. She is but 27 years of age, and has a hus- 
band and two small children. Family troubles 
and despondency are the alleged causes of her 
attempt at self-murder. : 

The disappearance of Louis Rubisch, a German 
machinist 50 years of age, caused much anxiety 
among his. friends, who, after visiting all his old 
haunts, went to his room at No. 319 Clybourn 
avenue.

SHOT IN THE BACK. 


An Unknown Man Killed by a Shot Through 
a Door. 

Sunday night at 11 o’clock Albert Kosisek 
closed his saloon and he and his wife retired to 
their sleeping-room in the rear of the building. 
An hour later he heard a noise in the yard. Wait- 
ing a moment he thought he heard some one try- 
ing the door leading from an unused part of the 
basement to the front part, where a number of 
things are sold, From this place a stairway 
leads to the saloon. He awakened his wife and 
they went down to the basement, she carrying a 
lamp and he a revolver. He called out two or 
three times, but receiving no reply fired two 
shots. The first struck the beer-chest and 
bounded aside. The other passed through the 
door. Kosisek heard acry of pain and then the 
sound of a fall. He opened the door and found a 
man lying on his face on the floor. 
The saloonkeeper rushed out into the 
yard and fired two shots into the air for the pur- 
pose of attracting attention. No one coming, he 
went to the tront of the saloon and beat on the 
lamp-post. By this time Officer William Beran, 
who lives on the second floor above the saloon, 
had arrived. Together he and Kosisek went to 
examine the wounded man. The latter was still 
alive, but unable to speak. Officer Beran exam- 
ined the body, butas he noticed neither wound 
nor blood jumped at the rather far-fetched con- 
clusion that the man's neck had been broken by 
the fall. The Canalvort avenue patrol-wagon 
was summoned, but by the time it arrived the 
man was dead. A physician, summoned by Lieut. 
Rehm, made an examination and said that death 
was due to a fall by which the neck had been 
broken. The was taken to the 
County Hospital, where an examina- 
tion showed that the man had been 
shot in the back, The ball had passed between 
the third and fourth ribs and pierced the heart. 
As soon as this was learned Capt. O'Donnell 
ordered the arrest of Kosisek, and the latter is 
now at the West Twelfth Street Station. 

He is a small, nervous man, of about 40, a Bo- 
hemian by birth, and an old resident of Chicago. 
For ten years he kept a grocery shop on Des- 
plaines street. and last June went into the saloon 
business at No. 582 Blue Island avenue. The 
police and his neighbors who have known him for 
years ronounce hima quiet and respectable 
e is held in good estimation by the 
Bohemians of the district. For some time he 
has been Treasurer of the Pokgrok Building & 
Loan Association, and the night of the shooting 
had in his possession $800 belonging to the asso- 
ciation. It was this fact, he states, that decided 
him to shoot without further parley. He did not 
know how many men there might be at the door, 
and dared not risk the loss of the funds. 

There are few cleus as to the identity of the 
murdered man. He was a man of about 25, 
squarely built, about five feet ten inches in hight, 
and dressed in worn cheap garments. One in- 
teresting peculiarity by means of Which his 
identity may be established is the fact that the 
second and third fingers of the left hand are 
grown together. In his pockets were found 2. 40 
and a letter addressed to Dear Tom.“ It was 
signed Mary. It was evidently the production of 
a slightly educated woman and was filled with 
affectionate reproaches at Tom's staying 
away so long, and fears that she had angered 
him in some way.

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BOODLE INVESTIGATION, 


THE GRAND JURY LISTENS TO THE 
GRAVEL-JOB STORY. 


What Mr. Clybourne Was Able to Tell the 
Investigators About the Disposition of 


1,089 Cars of Gravel—Architect Faber 


Tells His Little Story of Bills O. K.’a— 
Varnell and the Asylum Housekeeper | 
Testify. 


The grand jury held a long session yesterday, 
from 11 in the morning to afew minutes before 5 
in the afternoon. All were on hand promptly, + 
Foreman A. H. Burley, as usual, being one of the 
first who reached the building. Having gotten a 
good insight into the management of the insane 
asylum and hospital Friday and Saturday from 
the testimony of the housekeepers and an exam- 
ination of the books, the jury was ready to hear 
evidence regarding the frauds by which the coun- 
ty was robbed. Only one witness was on hand, 
however, who could tell anything about work un- 
der a contract. This was Henry Clybourne, who 
furnished gravel for one of the roads in Jefferson. 
Mr. Clybourne’s story was exceedingly interest- 
ing, if he told the truth and nothing but the 
truth, and there is every reason to believe that 
he did. Mr. Clybourne owns some gravel banks 
in the northwestern part of the county, and 
has been rather extensively engaged as a road 
maker and repairer through all that section. He 
is on very intimate terms with Chairman Klehm 
of the County Board, Farmer McClaughrey, 
Chris Geils, and others. He first became con- 
nected with the county as a contractor, as he 
told the jury yesterday, in February of last year. 
The Committee on Roads and Bridges brought in 
& report the 8th of that month in favor of repair- 
ing the old plank-road running alongside the 
county farm in the Township of Norwood Park 
ut an expense not to exceed $19 per car-load, the 
gravel to be hauled and distributed along said 
road by the farmers in the said Town of Norwood 
Park.” This recommendation was signed by 
Hannigan, McClaughrey. Geils, “Buck” Me- 
Carthy, and Lynn, and unanimously adopted 
under a suspension of the rules. At the meeting 
of the board McClaughrey said the cost would 
be a mere trifle, as the good, honest farmers 
would do the whole work. The job was not 
heard of again until 2 when the Clybourne 
Bros. presented a bill for $20,691 for 1,089 car- 
loads of gravel furnished for the road in ques- 
tion at the instance of the committee. Payment 
of the full amount was recommended by the 
same committee whose members are named 
above. At the meeting of April 26 the bill was 
ordered paid under a suspension of the rules. 
Immediately after the adjournment of the board 
Commissioner McClaughrey waited on Recording 
Clerk Bailey and begged him to make out the 
warrant. Mr. Bailey consulted Coun Clerk 
Ryan, who smelled da mice.“ He refused to 
issue the warrant, though ‘‘approached” by 
friends of the Commissioners and con- 
tractors to do 80. He held back for 
about ten days, but the warrant was 
issued in the end and immediately transferred. 
THE TRIBUNE investigated the job at the time. 
A representative of this paper went over the 
road said to have been graveled. The stuff—it 
was half mud—was spread over the road from 
the county farm to the Leyden Town line, 
about one mile and a halt. The width of the 
graveled portion was about eight feet, and the | 
depth about from two to two and a half inches 
It was incomprehensible how 1,089 car-loads of 
gravel could be used over this piece of road and 
inthe yard of che insane asylum. The gravel 
was spread under the superintendence of War- 
den Varnell and Bill Kolze, the county milk con- 
tractor, and the county milk oontractor's broth- 
er. It was also ascertained that the project to 
gravel the road was concocted at Bill Kolze's 
house while the Commissioners were there on 
a junket. Bill Kolze drives over the road with 
his milk-wagon. Bill is a particular friend of 
Reformer Kiehm. A little more investigation 
showed that 819 per car-load was an outrageous 
price. The average to the car-load was nine 
cubic yards. Joliet crushed vel -could be 
placed on the road for that. The books of the 
railroad company would show whether 1,089 ioads 
were delivered, but they were not accessible at 
the time. The grand jury may be able to get at 
them. It may be stated also for the benefit of 
the grand jury that Mr. Cowper of Hodkins & 
Co., on Washington street, said to a TRIBUNE 
representative at the time that $12 per car-load 
was enough for the Clybourne gravel. Another 
item of interest to the grand jurors will be the 
following from a paper read by S. G. Paddock on 
“Gravel Roads before the Illinois Highway 
Commissioners at their annual meeting at 
Springfield last year:

Warden Varnell appeared a little before noon, 
having with him the issue and bill books of 
the asylum.

The result of the day’s work is said to have 
been satisfactory.

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JOLIET AND THE CHICAGO SEWAGE, 


True State of Things. 

Jour. Hl., March 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. — Tn TRIBUNE no doubt has the manliness 
to stato our case fairly. 


(1) Euginoer Hering says he will divert the 
waters of the Desplaines and Salt Creek from the 


river bed and turn them into the lake. Instead 


of these he will pump into the canal the present 
partially-difuted sewage of the South neh 
and the undiluted sewage of the North Fork. 
He will also take away from us the waters of the 
Calumet feeder. 

(2) But he claims: that. after taking away all 
this diluting material the sewage will oxidize it- 
self before reaching Joliet, so that there will be 
no smell, He acknowledged that when the cana! 
was frozen over in the winter the sewage flowing 
beneath the ice would not oxidize, and that when 
it broke over the dam at Joliet the stink would 
be worse than at Bridgeport. Then I asked him 
the question which THE TRIBUNE thinks so ab- 
surd: “How fast does water have to run to not 
freeze at 20° below zero?“ Which horn of 
the dilema will you take? If the water 
runs under the ice it makes an unbearable nui- 
sance when it breaks over the dams at Joliet, 
ond it cannot run fast enough in this canal not to 
freeze over. I own a four-story. brick and stone 
building at the dam in Joliet. My tenants were 
the Joliet Barb-Wire Company, H. B. Scutt & 
Co., Kraft, Gross & Co., and the IIlinois Wire 
Fence Company. They rented last fall for a term 
of years. hen the wanal and river (which run 
in the same channel through Joliet) froze over 
last winter the stench became so unbearable that 
these tenants moved out of the building. They 

‘ forfeited the balance of a year's rent rather than 
stay. I now pace through these deserted rooms, 
occupied only by the fantoms that rise from 
seething masses of Chicago sewage which boils 
and bubbles below, exhaling the noisome 
stenches and deadly miasma which drove my 
tenants away. I want Chicago to pay me 20,000 
damage for rendering my building uninhabitable 
and THE TRIBUNE to stop deriding me for asking 
the question most vital to Joliet in connection 
with the oxidation of its sewage.

REPLY. 

[Mr. Woods’ letter printed above but demon- 
strates how men of more than average intelli- 
gence confuse theniselves and blunder absurdly 
when they try to solve ordinary problems which 
one meets with every day by application of sci- 
entific principles which they do not fully under- 
stand. 

(1) The first objection which Mr. W. makes to 
the Chicago drainage scheme is founded entirely 
on a misunderstanding of Mr. Hering’s language. 
The Chief Engineer of the Chicago commission 
does not propose to divert the waters of the Des- 
plaines Riverand Salt Creek into the lake ex- 
cept at flood time, fora few days in the spring. 
For the rest of the year, generally for 360 out of 
365 days, the waters of both the Desplaines and 
Salt Creek will, according to the pro- 
posed plan, flow down through the new 

channel past Joliet and into the Illinois 
River. The diversion into the lake opposit 
Bowmanville will serve a double purpose of pre- 
venting the flood water from turning east at 
Summit into the Chicago River and finding an 
egress into the lake or overflowing the valley 
through Joliet; there is believed to be as much 
danger of the former as of the latter, The river 
at Summit at low water is six feet above the 
lake level. In flood times itis much higher, and 
always will be, though the channel shall be cut 
eighteen feet deep through the bed of the river 
in accordance with the drainage scheme. As for 
the Calumet feeder, the only water which that 
conveys to the canal now is the ruin and surface 
water of the spring and fall, when the canal has 
.& volume which it is hardly able to carry. 

(2) Mr. Woods probably misunderstood Mr. 
Hering as tothe canal oxidation and dilution. 
The proposal is to depend on the canal no longer 
for the drainage of Chicago, but to cut a channel 
through the bed of the Desplaines River of 
ample width and eighteen feet deep, carry- 
ing twelve feet of water at the rate 
of two miles per hour from Lake Mich- 
gan (and in which the Chicago sewage 
shall be diluted) into the Illinois Valley and 
thence to the Mississippi River. The canal, of 
course, will continue to carry the surface water 
and a portion of the lake water at the same time, 
but no sewage. If Mr. Woods will think this 
matter over a little he will see without much 
difficulty thatthis new Chicago plan will give a 
sufficient volume of water to dilute the sewagc 
and to render it entirely innocueus and inoffen- 
sive. No doubt our correspondent is right about 
what he says concerning the offensive stench at 
the Joliet dam in winter when the canal is cov- 
ered by ice, now arising from the insufficiently 
diluted sewage. But Chicago proposes to remedy 
all that. The canal now carries about six feet of 
water. The average width is about forty feet. 
In the hard winters about cighteen inches of 
the broadest partis frozen. Thus the volume in 
flow is reduced one-third, the sewage supply is 
not in the least diminished, the current is slug- 
gish, the ice shuts out the air and pre- 
vents oxidation, and the dilution is insufficient. 
There are periods in the winter when there 
are not more than two or three gallons of water 
perhaps to a gailon of sewage. Now under the 
proposed drainagé scheme the sewage would be 
diverted into a river not less than 100 feet wide, 
carrying twelve feet of water at a velocity of two 
miles per hour, about three times the velocity of 
the present canal. The surface would be frozen 
not more than two months in winter, if so long. 
and hardly ever to a depth of more than a few 
inches. The dilution would be twenty-fold that 
which now passes through the canal in winter. 
If the flow of water was only double what it now 
is the condition of the water passing through 
Joliet would only be half as bad aß it is in win- 
ter; if the flow was four times greater the water 
would only be one-quarter as bad, If the flow 
was ten times or twenty times greater, then the 
condition of the water would only be one-tenth 
or one-twentieth as bad; in other words, it would 
cease to be objectionable and no more complaint 
would be heard. ] 


In the Field of Labor. 

NEW YORK, March 14.—The strike of the coop- 
ers at S. Ellis Briggs’ and M. & E. Connelly’s 
cooperages ended this morning, and the men 
have met with a complete defeat. The men have 
gone to work after signing an agreement which 
in offect is a serious blow to District Assembly 
49 and practically kills the Coopers’ Union, 
which was affiliated with the Knights of Labor. 
The men agree to sever all connection with the 
Knights of Labor or any other labor organization 
with which we may be connected and hereafter 
only work in the interest of our employers and 
our wives and families.“ 

In the preamble to the agreement the men say: 
Having recently been persuaded to become 
connected with an organization known as the 
Knights of Labor, and having been through that 
connection influenced, in fact ‘ordered’ to leave 
our steady employment and strike for ‘a some- 
thing which in no manner, directly or indirect- 
ly, interests us, the result of which has caused 
suffering to ourselves, our wives, and families, 
we pledge ourselves to leave such association.“ 
etc. The men do not go back at the old rates, 
but at a reduction of price for a period of three 
months. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 14.—The wages of 
the employés of the Philadelphia & Reading Rail- 
road Company in this city will be increased from 
8 to 15 percent. The increase begins today, and 
will affect about 500 men, exclusive of those at 
Port Richmond and the freight and coal handlers 
at the depots. The coal and freight handlers of 
Port Richmond were advanced 15 per cent at the 
beginning of the year. This fact has been kept 
carefully concealed until now. 

YounGcsrown, O., March 14.—There is no 
change in the status of the striking yardmen of 
the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Pittsburg & Western lines. The prob- 
ability is that all existing differences among the 
New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio employés will 
be adjusted and traffic resumed tonight. 

PEeorIA, III., March 14.—A dispatch has been 
sent to Springfleid making inquimes concerning 
the calling outof the militia in the event of 
trouble between the striking coal-miners and 
Grape Creek negroes when the latter go to work. 
It is said the latter will be armed by the oper- 
ators. 

The colored miners brought to this place—110 
strong—are loading their household goods on 
cars tonight, and will go to the mines below this 
city by special car tonight and to work tomor- 
row. e strikers say they will not be allowed 
to work. There was a rumor that the colored 
miners had been armed by the operators. In re- 
ply to an inquiry one of the operators stated 
that, while some were armed with revolvers, they 
had not been furnished them here, although the 
operators stood prepared to do so whenever 
asked. They intend the new men shall be pro- 
tected, and y also intend to bring others here. 
The situation is regarded as very serious. A large 
meeting of miners was held at Bartonville this 
evening. 

McKeesport, Pa., March 14.—The puddlers 
and knobblers at Wood & Co.’s mill who joined 
the Amalgamated Association Saturday have 
been paid off and discharged. The mill was run- 
ning full today, except in the puddling and knob- 
blers departments, where only a few men were 
at work. Both sides claim they will win. 
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ZEISLER’S LITTLE PLAN. 

IT WAS A LOTTERY, AND THEREFORE 
CONTRARY TO THE LAW, 


Wichelman's Case—The Government a Win- 
mer in the Potato-Starch Cases—Con- 
templated Action in the Lake-Front 
Matter—The Difference Between Wor- 
steds, Woolens, and Shoddy as Pointed 
Out by Judge Blodgett—Various Other 
Customs Cases, 


Judge Blodgett yesterday morning delivered a 
number of opinions in customs and one of con- 
siderable importance in the case of Ignatz Zeis- 
ler, indicted for sending circulars of a lottery 
entitied “Fortuna Autentiscnes Central Zeit- 
ungsblatt” through the mails. Zeisler's 
scheme was written up at length in THE TRIB- 
UNE about two years ago. He was convicted, 
but moved for a new trial on the ground that the 
act under which he was indicted did not cover 
his case. Zeisler was agent for the sale of bonds 
issued by various European cities. Every. 
three months drawings were had, and the 
bonds corresponding to the numbers -drawn 
were redeemed. There were also prizes. 
The Judge held that when @ city or a @overn- 
ment in order to make an inducement for people 
to buy their bonds held out large prizes to be 
determined by chanc@as in a lottery, the scheme 
clearly came within ‘the provisions of the Fed- 
eral statute. The motion for a new trial was 
overruled and the defendant fined $100. The in- 
junction which was granted May 19, 1886, by 
Judge Blodgett against F. A. Wichelman on 
complaint of the Hammerschlag Manufacturing 
— claiming an infringement of a patent 
for making waxed paper, was dissolved by stipu- 
lation. A New York company had a complete 
monopoly until they came across this Chicago 
man, Who rather astonished them by not being 
held for contempt of court last August. Roscoe 
Conkling and Frost & Coe are the legal advisers 
of the New York company, and A. B. Jenks, Mon- 
ro & Tewkesbury, and William E. Mason ap- 
peared tor Mr. Wichelman. 


The Government Wins the Potato-Starch 
Case. 

Another case disposed of yesterday by Judge 
Blodgett was the potato-starch case of the Union 
National Bank against the collector to re- 
cover back duties paid on an importation of 
potato starch. It was invoiced as “sifted farina,” 
but the Government assessed it as potato starch 
at two cents a pound. The bank claimed it duty 
free as farina, or at 20 per cent as a manufact- 
ured article not otherwise provided for. The 
bank had advanced money on the goods, the real 
plaintiff being the Davis Warehouse & Supply 
Company. The Judge said the article in ques- 
tion was known in Germany as potato flour and 
had been classed as potato starch until 1883, 
when the plaintiff succeeded in getting it passed 
here free as sifted farina, though it paid duty as 
potato starch at other ports. The finding would 
therefore be in favor of the Government. 


The Lake-Front Case. 
An application will be made before Judge 
Blodgett in thé case of the People of the State of 
Illinois against the Illinois Central Railroad for

Cartney to restrain the road from appropriating 
certain portions of the Lake-Front. Some evi- 
dence has already been taken, chiefly documenta- 
ry, but the complainants have not closed their 
proofs. An application will also be. made to 
Judge Blodgett, as soon as Attorney-General 
Hunt gets through with the Anarchist cases, for 
an injunction against the road to prevent it from 
encroaching on the lake-front at Fourteenth 
street, but it is not likely this will be heard until 
the Judge gets through with his jury cases. 


Worsteds, Woolens, and Shoddy. 

A question of considerable commercial impor- 
tance wasraised in the case of Cohn against Col- 
lector Seeberger, and the Judge in deciding it 
gave ajsketch of the differences between worsteds, 
woolens, and shoddy. The plaintiffs imported 
some cheap diagonals composed chiefly of 
worsteds adulterated with some shoddy and cot- 
ton, which they charged should have been dutied 
as ** manufactures of worsted not otherwise pro- 
vided for” at 24 cents a pound and 35 cents ad 
valorem, while the Government assessed it as 
„ woolens,’’ with a duty of 35 cents a pound and 
W per cent ad valorem. The Judge said the goods 
were known to the trade as worsted, and com- 
posed mainly of worsted, but that the worsted 
was mixed or adulterated with about 10 per cent 
of shoddy and the same of cotton. A microscop- 
ic expert testified that shoddy was composed 
of wool, and in that sense the goods contained 
at least 10 per cent of wool. Generally speaking, 
worsted was wool—that is. it was one of the 
products of wool, but under the customs laws 
it was obviously considered as a different com- 
modity from wool. The fair deduction was that 
the characteristic quality of the goods was given 
them by the wors contained in the yarn from 
which they were woven, but that for the purpose 
of giving body and weight at alow cost shoddy, 
and perhaps cotton, had been mixed with it. 
Shoddy was defined 
fuse woolen goods, but was as separate 
a manufacture of wool as worsted. The 
goods were composed of worsteds and shoddy, 
the former being the component of chief value, 
and the shoddy, although made entirely of wool, 
not being wool within the meaning of the law, 
and hence they were dutiable as worsted goods 
„not otherwise provided for,“ the finding would 
be for the plaintiffs, 3

Other Cases. 
In the case of Marsh vs. Seeberger Judge 
Blodgett held that artificial fruits with artificial 
stems and leaves, imported exclusively for trim- 


ming and ornamenting ladies’ hats and bonnets, 
should be dutied as “trimmings or ornaments 
for hats, bonnéts, and hoods" at 20 per cent ad 
valorem instead of * millinery ornaments,”’ duti- 
able at 50 per cent ad valorem. 

In the case of George B. Cross vs. Seeberger, 
frozen fish from Winnipeg, Can., imported in 
bulk to be sold for immediate use were entitied 
to be admitted free, but the 
obliged to furnish the Collector at the port of im- 
portation oS or reasonable proof of his 
purpose in good faith to put them on the market 
for immediate use, Fresh fish imported in bar- 
rels or half-barrels. whether frozen or not, were 
dutiable at 50 cents per 100 pounds. In that way 
only could the two conflicting sections of the 
law on the subject be reconciled. 

The Jerry Monroe diamond case was also de- 
cided by Judge Blodgett, and Jerry will have to 
go without his sparkiers. The diamonds in con- 
troversy were smuggled into the United States 
by Harriet Lloyd in 1885, and she sold them to 
Monroe for nearly their cash value. The Judge 
said he thought Monroe had knowledge that the 
diamonds had been smuggled.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4--A decision was 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
today in the case of the City of Kast St. Louis, plaint- 
iff in error, against the United States ex rel. H. Amy

A GIRL BULL-FIGHTER. 


Expert Work in the Ring by a Mexican 
Girl—A Wonderful Thrust. 
City of Mexico Letter to Indianapolis Jour- 


nal Just prior to the taking effect of the 
‘decree against bull-fighting I was fortunate 
enough to witness a contest in which one of 
the most skillful, daring, and expert of the 
professional fighters of Mexico took a leading 


part. This performer was a young woman, 
whose equal has probably never appeared in 
the Plaza da Toros.“ In this her farewell 
exhibition Sefiorita Hernandez advertised 
for the wildest and fiercest bulls the country 
could produce, and agreed to fight them while 
wearing stilts. The novelty of a young girl 
engaging in a bull-fight handicapped by 
having stilts fastened to her feet was 
sufficient to attract a vast crowd, and 
on the day fixed tor the event 
fully 5,000 persons found places to sit or stand 
in the large amphitheatre, The animals pro- 
vided for the occasion were small, active, 
and wholly untamed, each having his horns 
trimmed and polished until the points were 
as bright and almost as sharp as needles. 
Never was more expert work done in this 
cruel sport than was performed by the Mexi- 
can girl that day. As the bull, mad with 
rage, would make his furious charge, she 
would stand until he had approached within 
a distance of about three feet, when, sudden- 
ly springing to one side, she would, as the 


animal rushed furiously by, with one hand 


slap him in the face with the red 
cloak with which his anger had been 
first aroused, While wi the other 
hand she dexterously thrust into his 
neck a gaudy barbed * banderilla,’’ causing 
him to roar with pain and rage. Charge aft- 


er charge was made by the maddened brute, 


only to be eluded by the active girl, while the 
bull met the same treatment as before. The 
little sefiorita played with him. plagued him, 
and tortured him as a cat would a mouse, un- 
til the animal, bleeding and sore and worn 
out with eee and pain, gave up the con- 
test und would fight no more. He had met 
his conqueror, ana was taken from the ring. 

In the next contest the fair Castilian was 
under an advertised obligation, while yet 
wearing the stilts, to kill the bull with a 
sword scarcely more than two feet in length. 


This was to be done by the toreadora at the

ly in front of and fairly facing the bull.

Philadelphia Letter to New York Times; It 
is a large and sumptuous mansion that looms 
up before the eyes of passers-by at No. 814 


North Broad street, an imposing edifice, 


faced with ornamental brownstone, with 
plate-glass windows curtained within with 


finest real lace. 


What is itand who occupy it? The gen- 
eral headquarters of the Noble and Holy Or- 
der of the Knights of Laborof America, used 
as the offices of General Master Workman 
Powderly, the members of his Executive 
Board, and the General Secretary and | 
Treasurer, with their rps of clerks 
and assistants. Mounting the broad 
flight of stone steps inclosed by mas- 
sive stone balusters, your correspondent 
finds himself at the entrance in front of pon- 
derous wooden doors elaborately carved in 
quaint designs. He rings the bell and waits 


patiently for some one to answer his call. 


He cannot step inside the place as he would 


enter a big railroad office or banking-house, 


for its doors are fast locked within. He must 
needs wait until he is admitted. No one 
comes and he rings thé bell aguin. While he 
is waiting outside in the cold wind the im- 
pression gathered from a study of the pon- 


derous elegance of the doors in front of him 


is strengthened by the appearance of those 


same lace curtains in the windows, and he 
mentally observes to himself; What an osten- 
tatious place is this for the headquarters of 
the Knights of Labor!

The girl replies 
under instructions that Mr. Litchman is in, 
but that Mr. Powderly and the General Ex- 
ecutive Board are not. Beyond the long daz- 
zling hallway though, in the room set apart 
for the deliberationsof that august body, Mr. 
Powderly’s familiar face is seen, despite the 
announcement of the female clerk, and, bend- 
ing close to him, Mr. Barry and Mr. Hayes 
are seen engaged in earnest consultation. 
The girl repeats, looking down, Nobody can 
be seen but Mr. Litchman;:“ and adds. Step 
into the parlor and wait for him.“ You pass 
through the vestibule, the floor of which is 
covered by a soft plush rug and the inner 
door decorated with colored glass, and step 
into the parlor” to await Mr. Litchman’s 
pleasure.

There the general officers sit, eac 
behind a handsome desk, with his books and 
papers spread before him. There they order 
strikes and institute boycotts, and devise 
lans for terminating lockouts. The cham- 

r is lighted through a dome of stained 
glass. The right sides of the dome are 
adorned with representations of fruits and 
flowers. General Treasurer Frederick Tur- 
ner occupies the suite of rooms on the second 


floor as his offices. The third and fourth 


floors are used at present for storage pur- 
ses. 

eo Litchman, after some delay, makes his 
appearance and proceeds to explain what a 
great bargain the Knights of Labor have se- 
cured in purchasing the building. He points 
out the advantages and conveniences of the 
place, and courteously enough shows the vis- 
itor through the establishment, calling at- 
tention to the elegance of the carpets, the 
chairs, sofas, mantels, statues, curtains, etc. 
About the whole concern there is a pro- 
nounced air of luxury and ease. It is a pal- 
ace, not an office. 

The unique description of the place given 
by the a of Knights that came over 
from Newark the other day shows well how 
the choice made by the Executive Board is 


‘regarded in some quarters. The Newark 


men told their comrades at home that the 
General Office at Philadelpbia is simply im- 
mense, and that they waded up to their 
knees in velvet carpets.“ Those worthy men 
were delighted and astonished at what they 
saw, but the how! of dissatisfaction and dis- 
content that has gone up elsewhere from the 
mouths of Knights in this city and other 
places indicates a far different tone of senti- 
ment. It can be said that the _ ignor- 
ant and unthinking portion of the or- 


der—the predominating portion, you may 


be sure—is  gratifie at the magnifi- 


cence of the new headquarters. They feel 
proud that the order to which they belong 
should possess such a property, and that they 


themselves should have apart in the grand- 


est residence that they ever were in. But 
the wise and prudent portion of the Knights 
—they aredecidedly in the minority—look 
upon the purchase of the North Broad street 


mansion as an unwarranted piece of extrava- 


gance. They think that a less pretentious 


and plainer establishment would be far bet- 


ter adapted to the needs of the order. They 
very justly maintain that an organization 
which was founded on the basis of rigid 
simplicity and frugality, that is made u 
solely of workingmen, and is support 
chiefly by their hard-earned contributions, 
should not indulge in such luxury or lend 
countenance to such ostentation. Especially 
so when the order is in such a critical finan- 
cial condition as it is confessed to be at pres- 
ent. a 


Said a thoughtful Knight yesterday: “Only 


a short time ago the General Executive 
Board sent out a pitiful plea to all the mem- 
bers of the order begging for assistance to 
4 ane the locked-out and striking members 
oit 

and requiring a special assessment of 25 
cents per member. Just now they have 
bought that princely palace on. North Broad 
street. The members of the organization -at 
large are not benefited by it in any way. 
The general officers and their clerks alone 
enjoy the luxury, while the wretched and 
unfortunate members are left to suffer priva- 
tion for it. Our order, you know, is com- 
posed mostly of poor people, and it seems ab- 
surd that our headquarters should be more 
magnificent than those of the wealthiest cor- 
porations in the land. In my opinion it is a 
great mistake, and 1 think the publi~ out- 
side will come to entertain the same view of 
it.“ 1

And so the howl goes on. It increases in 


volume and rises in pitch as the days succeed 
one another. The headquarters have been in 
the new place not quite a month, and already 
one hears expressions of disapproval on every 
hand. The sum of $50,000 is a small price for 
the Broad street mansion, but still itisa 
good deal of money for a laboring men's or- 
ganization to pay down in hard cash. It is 
said that Mrs. Matthew. Baird, who sold the 
property to tne General Executive Board in 
the latter part of January, was offered 
$70,000 on time for it by a private party. But 
being infatuated, as my informant tells me, 
with the principles of the Knights, she 
strangely preferred to accept the lesser offer, 
and threw in the carpets, furniture, and fixt- 
ures besides, as a bonus and evidence of 
good will. Secretary Litchman said yester- 
day that to fit up the place with plain office 
furniture would have cost several thousand 
dollars, and that, as the present sumptuous 
furnishings were thrown in gratuitously with 
the real estate, the General Executive Board 
thought themselves fortunate in securing the 
fittings as they are. The chandeliers alone 
are worth $3,500. The carpets, statues, fur- 
niture, etc., are worth many thousands more. 


Such is an outlined description of the gen- 


eral headquarters of the Knights of Labor, 
purchased at an outlay of $50,000 cash, ac- 
cording to the resolution appropriating that 
amount passed at the Richmond Convention 
last October. What effect the purchase will 
ultimately have on the influence and prog- 
ress of the order is not uncertain. Already, 
by this purchase alone, a high premium has 
been set for the ambition of office-seekers in 
the order, and the rewards of office in the 
future promise to be still greater. With

Village Near Atlanta. 

Atianta is soon to have a new suburb. Be- 
fore the year closes there will be an incorpo- 
rated negro village just beyond the southern 
confines of the city. It is situated out Pryor 
street, near the Clark University. 
has been surveyed, the lots marked off. and 
the streets laid out. All that is necessary to 
make it a genuine town is for these vacant 
lots to be builtup. Already a number of hab- 
itations have been erected. Other dwellings 
will spring up rapidly, and when built it will

It will be literally a negro town. 
Mayor will be a colored citizen, the members

Upon our left the face of the mountain fell 
sharply away to the glacies below, a distance 
of over 3,000 feet, and we dared not leave the 
edge of the arete to pass on to it, for upon 
this face there lay a quantity of fresh snow 
ina loose and dangerous condition. On our 
right lay the dreaded cornice. 

uddenly Franz haited. Something seemed 

to trouble him, for more than once he struck 
his ax into the snow in front of and beside 
him without moving forward. He called to 
me to out the full length of rope between 
aye and him, which I did, and again he 
vanced a few steps. Then he stopped, and, 
turning around to me, in siow tones said: 
Herr, be very careful how you tread here; 
take care only to put your feetin the steps 1 
make, for —and this he added very impres- 
sively—‘ we are in great danger here.“ 

He had hardly spoken—in fact, the words 
were still in his mouth—wnhen I heard a loud 
crack. It was a sound such as 1 have never 
heard before or since, and I can only describe 
it as being like the grate of a heavy wagon 
upon frozen snow. Then, without further 
warning, the side of the mountain seemed 
to — away, and with it Franz disap- 
peared. 

For one second I felt paralyzed. The next, 
scarcely knowing what I did, but with the in- 
stinct of self-preservation strong within me, 
I sprang to the left over the precipice on the 
opposit side to that on which poor Franz had 
disappeared. The rope ran out to its full 
length, and then I found myself powerless to 
move, anchored tightly to the edge of the 
arete, and with a strain upon my chest from 
the pressure of the rope which was well-nigh 
intolerable. Burns and the porter had seen 
what was coming, and had thrown themselves 
flat, so that when the jerk caused by my 
leap had come they were well prepared to 
meet it. ears 

For a few 2 — though, it was a dead- 
lock. Then I hea a faint 2 which 
seemed to come from Franz, calling for help. 
Somehow, or other, but how I hardly know 
to this day, Burns so managed to slacken the 
rope that 1 was enabled to scramble up on 
the arete again, and then the three of us set 
to work to haul up Franz It was not an eas 
matter, but presently an ashy face appeare 
over the edge, and, with some help from him- 
self, we succeeded in raising Franz to a posi- 
tion beside us. 

He was badly shaken, and the horror of the 
situation, as well it might, had clearly af- 
fected his nerves. Until rescued his life lit- 
erally hung on a thread; for he had remained 
suspended over an awful precipice many 
thousand feet in hight, with nothing but the 
rope around his waist between him and cer- 
tain destruction. His face was very white, 
and a small wound on his forehead, from 
which the blood was slowly trickling, gave 
hima ghastly appearance; but there was a 
strange look in bis eyes as he clasped my 
hands and exclaimed, with all the energy of 
deep gratitude: 

Herr, you have saved my life. Think not 
that I-shall forget. Mark this: You will one 
day be in difficulty, in danger; but fear not, 
Franz will be there, and he will have come 
to save you.”’ 

He was greatly excited, and it was to this 
that I feit inclined toattribute his words; 
but yet there was a strange earnestness in 
his manner as he spoke which impressed me 
deeply in spite of myself, and with an inward 
presentiment (I can call it RX — else) that 
some day or other they would inevitably 
come true. 

From what we learned subsequently it ap- 
peared that, in spite of Franz’ precautions 
our upward track had in one place 
over the portion of the cornice. Franz had be- 
come aware of this, but in trying 
to avoid the danger in the descent had 
brought about the very thing he feared, the 
touch of his ax having started the great 
snow cornice, forty feet of which now 
doubled up and bounded down the mountain 
side, carrying Franz along with it. As a 
matter of fact it was a very narrow escape 
for all of us; for had any other member of 
the party gone through the snowas well as 
Franz the others could not have held and 
must have been dragged down too. I shud- 
dered involuntarily as I gazed into the abyss 
into which we would have fallen and thought 
that there would not have been much left of 
us by the tame we reached the bottom. 

Two days later I said good-by to Franz,who 
seemed to be getting well over his accident, 
and made my way backto England, leaving 
Burns to carry on a career of conquest which 
the admirable weather up to the close of the 
season gave him every facility for doing. 

When I took leave of Franz that time at the 
Riffel I did not think that I should never- 
more set eyes on him. Did I say nevermore?

I had crossed the Weiss Thor with 
some friends to Macugnaga, and from there 
alone with one guide (not quite a wise pro- 
ceeding, perhaps) I had made my way over 
the Colle delle cie to the little mountain 
inn in the Colle d’Olen, with the intention of 
returning again to Zermatt by the Lysjoch.
